Missouri received no bids on a bulk supply 
of gasoline for state cars and fuel oil at 136 
state institutions today.

The only statewide bid came from 
Empire Gas of Lebanon at 25.9 cents a 
gallon for 750,000 gallons of liquified 
petroleum (LP) gas. 
The state is seeking to buy 5 million 
gallons of fuel, most of it oil. One million of 
the total is gasoline for vehicles and 750.- 
000 of the total is LP gas. Gasoline for 
state cars other than the highway patrol 
and highway department would have to be 
bought on a commercial basis unless other 
bids are received.

LaMonte Residence 
Is Damaged in Fire

LaMONTE — Fire destroyed the tormer 
recreation hall here Thursday night and 
threatened to damage adjacent buildings 
before firefighter’ brought the blaze under 
control about 12:30 a.m. Friday. No 
injuries were reported. 
Fire trucks from LaMonte, Green Ridge 
and the Pettis County fire departments 
battled the blaze at 111 South Main Street. 
Firefighters from Whiteman AFB also 
assisted. 
LaMonte Fire Chief Gene Smith said the 
fire started about 9:45 p.m. at the rear of 
the'structure. 
Assistant Fire Chief Dick Mills said 
Friday that faulty wiring 
may 
have 
started the blaze in either the kitchen or 
garage portions of the building. He es­ 
timated damage to the structure and con­ 
tents at $6,000. 
It was learned the property was recently 
purchased by Mary Turner, a resident of 
the state of New York. Her son, Richard 
McCue, 22, and Carlos Aster, 25, were 
living in the building but were not present 
““at the time of the blaze. Smith said the 
buildii^ had been vacant for about four 
years before Mrs. Turner bought it. 
Smith said the rear section of the 
building and the living quarters were a 
total loss. No adjacent residences to the 
north or the post office to the south were 
damaged, it was reported. 


Mills said the fire was burning about a 
half-hour before it was discovered by Paul 
Steinkuhler, 
LaMonte 
mayor, 
“ The 
building was closed — air tight," said Mills, 
“ If it hadn't been, the damage would have 
been more severe," he added, referring to 
the other structures. 


Mills said the LaMonte Fire Department 
battled the blaze for a short time and then 
requested the Pettis County sheriff’s office 
to summon at 
least two more fire 
departments. 


Mills said the call for help was made 
because flames "20 to 30 feet high" 
threatened the post office building about 20- 
feet away. 


The fire also destroyed an automobile in 
the garage. Mills said. The gas tank of the 
vehicle exploded. 


He said five ambulances responded to 
the scene of the fire because one early 
report indicated “ the whole town is on 
fire.” Civil defense personnel also were at 
the site.

Prosecutors Given 
Anti-Smut Weapons 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Supreme 
Court has primed the nation’s prosecutors 
for a campaign against pornography. 


A five-member 
majority Thursday, 
anchored 
by 
President 
Nixon’s 
four 
appointees to the court, added new 
language to the obscenity issue that seems 
sure to doom such recent hard-core 
attention-getters as ‘‘Deep Throat," a 
movie whose reviews frequently contained 
a scorecard on the number and variety of 
sexual acts depicted. 
But the new obscenity decision may also 
reach beyond the "adult ” bookstore and 
moviehouse to material intended for 
larger audiences. 
When the high court first grappled with 
the issue in 1957, obscenity was ruled 
outside the protection of the First Amend­ 
ment. 
With some detours along the way. the 
first decision formed the basis for the 
court’s test for determining just what is ob­ 
scene. 
The materiai, taken as a whole, must 
appeal to the prurient interest as judged by 
contemporary community standards, and 
it must be utterly without redeeming 
social value, the old test ran. 
Thursday, the court abandoned the 
requirement that the material be utterly 
without value, substituting instead the 
question 
of 
whether 
the 
material 
constitutes a serious work. 


And, the majority held that the standards 
should be those of the local community, 
not some abstract national community. 
The court also held that juries really don’t 
need any help from expert witnesses to 
make the judgments involved. 


Thursday marked the first time since the 
1957 decision that a majority of the court 
has formed a solid block to rule against 
“ hard-core pornography," Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger declared. 
Burger maintained in the majority 


opinion he wrote that no one will be 
"subject to prosecution for the sale or 
exposure of obscene material unless these 
materials describe patently offensive ‘hard­ 
core’ sexual conduct specifically defined 
by the regulating state law ...." 


But 
dissenting 
Justice 
William 
0. 
Douglas, calling the decision a "sharp and 
radical break with the traditions of a free 
society," found that a word such as 
"offensive” would be subject to a wide 
range of interpretations 
by various 
judges and juries. 
"That test would make it possible to ban 
any paper or any journal or magazine in 
some benighted place," he said.

stretchers to walk somewhat unsteadily 
across the deck of this recovery carrier 
The wobbly 60 steps from the Ap(»llo 
ferry ship to a medical laboratory indicated 
the astronauts had suffered some initial 
effects in gravity after a rei ord four wtH*ks’ 
exposure to space weightlessness. 
But commander Conrad reported as the 
Apollo parachuted toward a pinpoint 
landing in the Pacific after an II-million- 
mile journey: "W e re all in good shape 
Everything’s OK."

Ink Historic Agreement 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The leaders of 
the world’s two nuclear superpowers 
pledged in a landmark agreement today to 
regulate their relations in a way to reduce 
the ritii of nuclear war. 
President Nixon and Soviet (’ommunist 
party 
Secretary 
Leonid 
I 
Brezhnev 
reached the accord in the fifth day of their 
summit talks and prepared to sign it at the 
White House before heading for ('alifornia 
where they will conclude their meetings 
Sunday. 
In addition to its application to U S.- 
Soviet relations, the agreement applies also 
to the relations of either party with other 
countries. 
In 
this 
way, 
although 
technically bilateral, the agreement has 
mululateral implications. 
The 
two 
leaders 
declared 
in 
the 
agreement that they were “ conscious that 
nuclear war would have devastating con­ 
sequences for mankind” and said they 
wanted "to bring about conditions in which 
the danger of an outbreak of nuclear war 
anywhere in the world would be reduced 
and ultimately eliminated” 
They pledged their countries to "act in 
such a way as to prevent the development 
of 
situations 
capable 
of 
causing 
a 
dangerous exacerbation of their relations, 
as to avoid military confrontations, and as 
to exclude the outbreak of nuclear war 
between them and between either of the 
parties and other countries ” 
Nixon and Brezhnev also agreed that 
their countries "wjll refrain from the 
threat or the use of force against the other 
party, against the allies of the other party 
and 
against 
other 
countries, 
in 
circumstances which may endanger inter­ 
national peact' and security” 
At a news conference prior to the formal 
signing presidential assistant Henry A 
Kissinger skirted questions on whether this 
clause would forbid 
U .S 
bombing of 
Cambodia or would have prevented the 
Soviet invasion of Czechoslovakia 
Kissinger noted, however, that U.S. air 
strikes 
against 
Communist 
forces 
in 
Cambodia were under way at the time the 


agreement was being negotiated and that 
the bombing "was not raised as applying to 
that particular situation." 


When a newsman asked whether the 
agreement would forestall any Soviet 
action against China. Kissinger responded 
that the accord was “ not conceived as 
protection for any country" but added it 
would "have the practical consefjuence of 
applying to the situation you described," 


“ I’ll .see you tomorrow at the .signing," 
Nixon reminded Brezhnev just before 
midnight Thursday as he left the Soviet 
Embassy after a banquet of caviar, borsch. 


Russian beef and fish, two kinds of vodka 
and Soviet champagne. 
The agreement is of unlimited duration 
and. unlike a treaty, does not require 
Senate ratification. 
The 600-word doi’ument calls for the 
countries to "immediately enter into 
urgent consultations" at any time inter­ 
national ten.sions reach a point where the 
risk of nuclear war is involved. 
The agreement was reached as the two 
leaders looked ahead to a reunion summit 
In Moscow in 1974—the target date for for­ 
mally limiting the atomic arsenals of the 
two countries. 
Misconduct Charges 
Facing Two Pilots 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Two fighter 
pilots have been formally accused of 
misconduct for actions during their years 
in North Vietnamese prisoner of war 
camps. Pentagon sources have disclosed. 
They are the first officers to face such 
charges, which were brought by Rear Adm. 
James V. Stwkdale, of Coronado, Calif. 
Stockdale, a captain as a POW, was 
promoted after he returned home. 
The two men are Navy Capt. Walter E. 
Wilber, 43. of Columbia Cross Roads, Pa., 
and Marine Lt Col 
Edison Wainright 
Miller, 41, of Tustin, (’alif. 
Wilber was the executive officer of a 
squadron of Phantom F4 fighter planes 
when he was shot down over North 
Vietnam June 16,1968. 
Miller’s Marine F4 Phantom went down 
over North Vietnam Oct. 13, 1967, 
The sources .said Thursday that Stockdale 
mailed 
the formal charges to 
Navy 
Secretary .lohn Warner IX'taiLs of Stixk- 
dale’s accusations were not available. 
On May 29, eight enlisted men were 
formally charged 
by Air Force Col. 


Theodore Guy of misconduct during their 
years of imprisonment. 
The eight men, all foot soldiers captured 
in South Vietnam, 
have denied any 
improper activities. 
Under a policy set out by former 
Secretary of Defense Melvin R Laird, the 
Pentagon is making no formal charges 
against any of the 566 returned POWs. The 
accusations by Guy and Stockdale are 
made as individual servicemen charging 
other individual servicemen under the 
military code of justice. 
Both Guy and Stockdale were provided 
with military lawyers who helped draw up 
the legal papers, sources said. Officially, 
Pentagon spokesmen say they have neither 
di.scouraged 
nor 
encouraged 
any 
serviceman to take action against any 
former POW. 
Wilber 
has 
acknowledged 
making 
antiwar .statements while in captivity. "1 
found out when I had time to think about 
myself, where I was, what we were doing. I 
found out that my conscience bothered

"1 think there is a great deal of 
credibility to a story that he is going to go 
ahead and tell, and I think the committee 
owes it to him to enable him to tell that 
story in full view of the public," Weicker

“Is his testimony credible? I think it is. 
“ Nobody’s 
attributing 
100-per-cent 
credibility to him or any other witness, but 
he’s got the guts to stand out there and 
that’s no small thing when you were in his 
position and had all the pressures that 
obviously must have existed on this young 
man at the time to decide that you’re going 
to step forward and tell the story to the

Eases Limits 
On Dividend 
Increase Rate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In a move 
apparently aimed at the sagging stock 
market, the Nixon administration has 
eased its voluntary guidelines holding 
dividend increases to 4 per cent a year. 
The 
Committee 
on 
Interest 
and 
Dividends Thursday gave corporations a 
choice of holding to the 4 per cent guideline 
or using a more complicated formula. The 
complex alternative permits dividends to 
rise by the average increase between 1968 
to 1972. 
The committee’s chairman. Dr. Arthur 
F. Burns, head of the Federal Reserve 
Board, said the new guidelines “ will make 
it possible for many corporations to 
increase 
their 
dividend 
payments 
significantly this year and to a still greater 
degree next year.” 
Burns said the move would be of 
particular benefit to the elderly and to 
widows dependent on dividend income. 
But the decision also was directed at the 
stock market, which has failed to respond 
favorably to President Nixon’s new 60-day 
freeze on prices. 
When a report circulated a few weeks 
ago that the committee was considering 
changing the guidelines, the stock market 
moved up strongly. It dropped after the 
administration said the proposal to ease 
the guidelines had been put back on the 
shelf. 
Sources said the latest move was aimed 
more at the stock market than anything 
else. 
The committee, an adjunct of the Cost of 
Living Council, said it was guided by 
considerations of equity, saying that the 
previous guidelines had limited dividend 
increases by some companies to unusually 
low levels in comparison with earnings.

For much of the past week, the dollar 
has closed lower in New York than in 
European money markets, indicating that 
American companies are selling dollars for 
stronger European currencies such as the 
German mark and Swiss franc. 


Dealers in Europe attributed the dollar 
weakness largely to the effect of the 
Watergate scandal on the Nixon adminis­ 
tration and to inflation in the United 
States. 
In Zurich, the dollar was down a small 
fraction at 3.037 Swiss francs. 
In Paris, the dollar lost just over a 
centime, 
dipping 
to 4.22 commercial 
French francs. 
In London, the pound improved by a

$2.5745, 
reflecting 
corresponding weakness in the dollar. 
Gold rose $1.50 an ounce to $121.75 in

No Survivors 
Are Found In 


Plane Wreckage 


PUERTO VALLARTA. Mexico (AP) - 
A new beach sandal ... a blue summer 
blouse .. a singed GI hat. 
They all lay in a tropical rain forest 
among the smoldering wreckage of an 
Aeromexico DC9 that smashed into a moun­ 
tainside only about two minutes before it 
was to land at this Pacific coast resort 
Wednesday night. All 27 persons aboard 
died, 
including 
11 
believed 
to 
be 
Americans. 
The pilot apparently pulled the nose of 
the plane up when he was about to crash, 
causing the tail section to hit first. The 
plane then appeared to have been carried a 
short distance up the mountain by the 
momentum. Most of the bodies were on 
the uphill end of the wreckage. 
Capt. Augusto Ramirez Altamirano, a 
regional inspection chief for the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration, said the plane 
was too far south and not within the 
approach 
pattern 
for 
an 
instrument 
landing. Its 2,000 to 2,200-foot altitude was 
correct for where it should have been, he 
added. 
At the time of the crash there was a 
heavy cloud cover at about 1,000 feet. 
Rescuers also found the aircraft’s flight 
recorder, which will reveal to investigators 
the plane's last moves and position when 
the 
crash 
occurred. 
But 
Ramirez 
Altamirano said it will have to be analyzed 
before any conclusion can be drawn about 
possible causes of the disaster. 
The plane left Houston. Tex., earlier in 
the day and stopped in Monterrey, where 
foreign passengers went through Mexican 
immigration and customs. It was scheduled 
to fly from Puerto Vallarta to Acapulco and 
Mexico City. 
Rescuers started their trek to the crash 
scene with a boat trip to Chimo. No roads 
connect the village with the outside world 
and it has no electricity, telephones vr 
streets. From Chimo to the wreckage, 
about 2,200 feet above sea level and about 
two miles inland, they wound their way, 
many on hands and knees, up and around 
mountains and through steamy jungles 
for 2Vi hours. 
Low cloud cover and drizzle impeded air 
rescue efforts and sometimes cut visibility 
at the crash site to about 50 feet.

man much about his earth, his sun and his 
physical being. 


How well Conrad, Kerwin and Weitz 
fared in the weightless world will play a 
major role in determining if man can func­ 
tion efficiently in future long-duration 
flights. The first of the two 56-day Skylab 
missions is scheduled for launch July 27. 
The astronauts almost were held over in 
orbit today to try to repair a refrigeration 
problem in their space station. 
But 
„Mission Control decided there was nothing 
the astronauts coulcl do and told them to 
come home. 
Ten minutes behind schedule, Conrad. 
Kerwin and Weitz undocked their Apollo 
ferry ship and executed a series of 
maneuvers that sent them slamming into 
the atmosphere above Thailand for the 
fiery descent. 
The Apollo craft hit the calm blue waters 
at 9:50 a.m. 
EDT about 830 miles 
southwest of San Diego, Calif. It was just 
after dawn off the West Coast. 
The 
42,000-ton 
Ticonderoga 
quickly 
steamed alongside the three-ton Apollo and 
tossed a line to frogmen in the water. A 
crane then lifted the craft and the 
astronauts to an elevator for a ride to the 
hangar deck. 


Hundreds of white-clad sailors on deck 
and millions watching television around 
the world again had a ringside seat to a 
U.S. man-in-space landing as the Apollo 
craft floated down through low-hanging 
clouds and dangling under three huge or­ 
ange and white parachutes. 
“ Everyone’s in super shape,” Conrad 
said as the spacecraft bobbed on the water 
awaiting pickup. Frogmen immediately 
leaped from helicopters to secure the 
spacecraft with flotation collars. 
The Ticonderoga reported the astronauts 
had landed 6V2 miles from the ship and that 
the ship was 6V2 miles from the target 
point, indicating a perfect touchdown. 
The Ticonderoga steamed to pick up the 
Apollo capsule with the astronauts still 
inside, in contrast to most earlier U.S. 
flights when the spacemen were lifted to 
the carrier by helicopter. 
Medical ¡requirements dictated the pick 
up method today. 
Medical experts were not certain how 
the astronauts would react after returning 
to earth’s gravity following record ex­ 
posure to space weightlessness so they 
decided the astronauts should be subjected 
to as little activity as possible until they can 
be examined in mobile medical labora­ 
tories aboard the Ticonderoga. 
The landing completed an historic space 
mission that lasted 28 days and 50 minutes. 
During that time the spacemen circled 
the earth 395 times.

NEW YOR K (AP) - Almost 
nobody denies any more that 
the 
big 
institutions 
have 
created serious problems for 
the stock markets. One of them 
is to scare the wits out of small 
stockholders and send them 
scurrying for cover. 
Instinct tells the little in­ 
vestor that he risks serious in­ 
jury participating in the sport­ 
ing events of the elephant with­ 
out first insisting that a spirit 
of civilized restraint and equal­ 
ity be agreed upon. 
So he has been popping up 
now and then, but only to 
watch the behemoths—some 
with assets of a billion dollars 
or more—knocking prices about 
like a ball. 
There is a lot more to the in­ 
stitutional problem, of course. 
One particular negative is the 
tendency of these funds and 
trusts and insurers to concen­ 
trate on certain companies, ig­ 
noring the shares of others and 
leaving them fearing their abil­ 
ity to raise capital. 
But any solution must have a 
beginning, and Paul Kolton, 
American 
Stock 
Exchar^e 
president, has been telling con­ 
gressmen and regulatory offi­ 
cials and institution managers 
that they must institute rules of 
civilized competition. 
During the past month he has 
repeatedly urged steps in four

No w that we are in the middle o f the 
summer v acatio n seaso n, many families 
will be eating at mo tel restaurants. Hav ing 
recently returned fro m a brief trip my self. 
I wo uld like to repo rt o n the state o f to urist 
eating establishments, and o ifer a few 
guidelines fo r surv iv al 


First 
o ff, 
assume 
that 
all 
mo tel 
restaurants are sho rt-handed and y o u wo n’t 
be disappo inted. Serv ice presents the mo st 
fo rmidable challenge to the to urist. There 
are fo ur majo r phases here: (1) getting a 
menu; (2) getting y o ur o rder taken, (3) 
getting serv ed; (4) getting y o ur check. We 
will take them o ne at a time. 


Getting the Menu—The first thing to 
av o id is picking the wro ng table. Do n’t seat 
y o urself at a table where six peo ple hav e 
just eaten and the tip is 35 cents—this 
means tro uble ahead. 


Once y o u hav e fo und a suitable table (o n 
y o ur o wn. since the ho stess will no t be 
any where in sight, despite the “ Please 
Wait Fo r Ho stess" sign), y o u must get the 
waitress' attentio n. This can so metimes be 
do ne 
by staring 
ex pectantly 
at each 
waitress who go es by , in the ho pe that o ne 
might sto p. This can quickly giv e y o u a 
crick in the neck, ho wev er, and is no t v ery 
effectiv e during busy tim es. 


Therefo re I usually take the direct 
appro ach by wav ing a pillo w case that I 
hav e taken fro m the car. Held alo ft and 
mo v ed rapidly back and fo rth, it will 
ev entually get results. - 


Getting Yo ur Order Taken—Once y o u 
hav e receiv ed y o ur menus, y o u quickly 
ascertain indiv idual o rders. Av o id o rdering 
the fresh cat fish, because y o u will be 
info rmed a half-ho ur later that they are o ut 
o f cat fish. 


By the time y o u hav e drunk ev ery o ne's 
ice water and memo rized the menu, it will 
be clear that y o ur waitress is no t co ming 
back. Instead o f filing a missing perso n 
repo rt, sto p the nex t waitress that tro ts by 
and say : 


“ Miss, wo uld y o u please check o n o ur 
waitress? We hav en’t seen her in two ho urs 
and I’m afraid so mething has happened." 


Yo ur waitress will so o n return, wiping 
back her hair and info rming y o u that she 
has a Chamber o f Co mmerce banquet in 
the back ro o m and that Betty and J ean 
didn’t bo ther to co me in to day . Yo u 
sy mpathize and ask if y o u can o rder no w. 


Getting Yo ur Fo o d—This can easily be 
the mo st try ing step in the pro cess. But it 
can be made mo re enjo y able by slo wing 
eating all the crackers in the basket, 
making little ring patterns o n the table 
with y o ur empty water glass, and try ing to 
guess if y o ur o rder is the nex t o ne co ming 
o ut o f the kitchen. It nev er is. 


As y o u watch the family that came in 40 
minutes after y o u did getting serv ed, the 
temptatio n to walk o ut will be great. This 
can best be resisted by realizing that the 
place do wn the ro ad will be ev en wo rse. 


Once y o u are serv ed, do n’t send y o ur 
meal back just because the lettuce is 
bro wn, 
the 
meat co ld 
and 
y o u go t 
succo tash instead o f co le slaw. Fo o d that is 
sent back merely disappears, nev er to 
return. 


Getting the Check—Yo u can use y o ur 
pillo w case again here, o r make ev ery o ne 
get up at o nce and make a big pro ductio n 
o ut pf getting ready - to leav e, which 
so metimes helps. If y o ur waitress is still 
no where in sight, then go directly to the 
co unter, 
where 
the 
ho stess 
has 
materialized again, and tell her y o u want to 
pay . Be careful ‘to leav e a o ne-half o f o ne 
per cent tip o n the table. 


The ho stess will then go in search o f y o ur 
waitress, and bo th will be go ne fo r fiv e 
minutes. By then it’s pretty clear that 
y o u’ll nev er make Vincennes by dark, so 
y o u might as well no t sweat it. 


It nev er seems to do much go o d any way . 


(There hav e been suggestio ns fo r issuing 
to urists a simple flare pisto l that wo uld 
make the who le business o f eating o ut a lo t 
easier. There co uld be fo ur different 
co lo red flares—green fo r getting a menu, 
y ello w fo r o rdering, white fo r “ where is my 
fo o d? ” and red fo r the check. The pro blem 
o f fire dangers 
has prev ented 
much 
pro gress in this area, ho wev er.—Ed.)

Eagerly so u ght by env iro n­ 
mentalists, the Senate passed 
the land-u se bill Thu rsday , 64 
to 21. It requ ires the states to 
establish land-u se plans within 
eight y ears. 
The measu re, which no w go es 
befo re the Ho u se where similar 
legislatio n is u nder stu dy , was 
su bstantially u nchanged fro m 
the v ersio n appro v ed by the 
Senate Interio r Co mmittee. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackso n, D-

planning is essential to pro tect 
America’s natu ral reso u rces. 
The measu re wo u ld au tho r­ 
ize. o v er an eight-y ear perio d, 
$1 billio n fo r land-u se planning 
and $66 millio n fo r adminis­ 
tratio n, research and training. 
States wo u ld receiv e $920 mil­ 
lio n fo r dev elo ping state and re­ 
gio nal plans and $80 millio n 
wo u ld go fo r Indian tribal 
plans. 
The plans wo u ld fo llo w feder­ 
al gu idelines aimed at pre­ 
serv ing su ch areas o f critical

WOLF CREEK. Mont. (APi 
— The four Hiiger kids live by 
the rules of an earlier age. 
Bryan, 
Susan, 
Dan 
and 
Amelia, who count 243 collec­ 
tive years on their dry 10,000 
acres along one of the prettiest 
spots on the Missouri River, 
never did leave home. 
Just as most of the country 
was going into the roaring 
19 20s, bad times struck the 
family 
ranch 
founded 
by 
Grandpa Nicholas Hiiger in 
186 7. High-priced hay in the 
hard winter and a pwr cattle 
market in the spring of 19 20 
forced the sale of the ranch. 
The Hilgers gave up their mar­ 
rying years to reclaim the 
spread. 
Through the 19 20s, '30s and 
'40s, the Hilgers bought up 
what laml they could from 
g o n e -b ro k e 
homesteaders, 
homesteaded themselves and 
swapped land to regain the 
land lost in that hard winter. 
By the late '40s they owned 
some 5,000 acres and later 
leased 4,000 more to get the 
near-10,000-acre spread in the 


gates of the mountain country 
between Wolf Creek and Hel­ 
ena. 
“Once a guy gets into thi.s 
country 
it’s 
hard 
to 
move 
away,” said Bryan, 6 0 
Al­ 
though the countryside is dry. 
pathetically so this year, just 
downriver from the ranch the 
Missouri cuts through a narrow 
gorge with 2,000-foot, tree-lined 
limestone cliffs. It is a play 
ground for the deer and the an­ 
telope. 
As the Hilgers collected land, 
they built a herd of milk cows, 
then went to Herefords for 
slaughter. Given the rain-star­ 
ved pasture, 
however, they 
could not count on raising com­ 
mercial cattle and turned to 
raising champion polled Here­ 
fords. 
“ We didn’t have much choice 
but to go for select stock." said 
Bryan. Since the 19 50s they 
have concentrated on improv­ 
ing their herd and presently 
run about 85 cows and a few 
breeding bulls. 
Amelia, known as Babe be­ 
cause at 55 she is the youngest 
of the four, said most of their 
sales are as registered stock to 


commercial breeiiers who want 
to improve their herd 
Why have they stuck ti^ether

green ranch house Their fa 
ther, N I) Hiiger, died in IIHO 
The Hilgers raise their own 
garden, make their own ice 
cream and churn thier own but­ 
ter Dan estimated they spend 
about $45 a month in Helena for 
gro(’eries. mostly flour, sugar 
and coffee 
The ranch has a few modern 
mechanical contraptions lying 
about and Bab«* and Bryan still 
hitch up a team to ferry hay to 


the cows in the winter and ear­ 
ly spring 
Profits on the ranch, says
